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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6-9, 12, 13, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Gardner et al (5,806,225). 

See especially column 7, lines 6-40 and Figure 6. Note element 120 corresponds to the 
claimed housing, element 160 to the pivot arm frame, element 172 to the pivot arm pivot 
point, element 134 to the sear, element 170 to the sear pivot point, and element 154 to the 
spring mechanism. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 07-07-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive in regard to the currently rejected claims. Applicant argues that the reference does not 
disclose the claimed limitation that "said sear pivot point cannot be displaced upward or 
downward relative to the top and bottom of the pistol, independent of the arcuate path of the 
pivot arm frame." Applicant points out how Gardner et al require up and down movement of the 
sear. However, this disclosed up and down movement takes place only upon movement of the 
"pivot arm frame" element 160. There is no up or down movement of the "sear pivot point" 
independent of the arcuate path of the pivot arm frame, so Gardner et al clearly anticipates this 
new limitation.
